A LONG TALE OF REAL ESTATE. 


Colonel Sparks Explains Some Peculiarities in 
the Barly Land Laws of.the State, and 
Refers to Several First Settlers 
by Way of Diversion. 


Written for The Constitution. 

Some curious individua! has addressed to 
me the following note, signed “T. :”’ 

I write to ask you to give a history of how the 
lands of the state were divided How it was that 
the very odd 2024 acres, 490 and 40 acre lots came 
about, and how were they surveyed? 

When the grant to the company repre- 
sented by Genera! Oglethorpe was made, it 
empowered that company, or the com- 
mander or governor of the colony proposed 
to be settled and established, to grantin the 
name of the reigning monarch of England. 
George II., all lands within the limits of 
the territory granted, in tracts 
suited to the - .circumstances of 
the grantee, not exceeding #0 many 
acres. Owing to the loss of the records of 
Abe colony during its government by the 
granters of the crown, much of the history 
of that period, and especially of the man- 
ner of disposing of the lands, is merely 
surmises; at least it is very vague. 

Subsequently, when the c mpany surren- 
dered their charter to the crown, the power 
to grant or sell the lands was conferred upon 
the colonial governors. These established 
the system that was followed out by the 
government of the state after its independ 
ence, 

The first act passed upon the subject was 
‘in 1780; the secondin1783 These acts gav« 
to each head of a family 2.0 acres of land, 
to each. child 50 acres, and 20 acres for each 
negro up to ten, but in no instance was the 
number of acres to exceed 1,000, 

By the subsequent act each head of a 
family was allowed two hundred acres as a 
head right, with the right to purchase for 
each head in his family fifty acres, at one 
shilling per acre, up to one thousand acres 
After exceeding five hundred acres the 
price to be paid for these remaining five 
hundred was increased to two shillings per 
acre. Beyond this amount.no head of a 
family was allowed to purchase. 

A land office was opened in 1783, and a 
surveyor general elected by the legislature, 
and a surveyor for each county elected by 
the people of the county. This act em 
powered justices of the peace to grant 
titles upon certain eonditions. This wa: 
repealed by a subsequent act, and the 
justices of each county, or any-five of them, 
should meet in their respective counties, 
and transact any business that could be 


done by the justices, under the former act. 
This meeting of the justices was to be at the 
county seat or at the place where the 
county or superiorcourt held its sessions, 
but the number Of justices so meeting and 
transancting business, should never be jess 
than five. 

In 1784 anew treaty with the Indians ac- 
quired alarge tract of country which in 
1784 was organized into two counties. 
named Frankiin and Washington, and the 
iands in these counties to be disposed of us 
follows: 

Each person applying for a warrant must 
prove before the goverpvor and council 
or before one assistant judge 
and two justices of the peace 
of the county their right to buy at three 
shillings per acre, This right for the num- 
ber of heads in the family, and that they 
had not at apy previvus timeavailcd them 
selves of this right, any lands not located in 
the counties of Franklin and Washington, 
might be taken up without price save office 


ees. 

Ibe four hundred and ninety acres of 
land are in Wayne county, The reason for 
this was that the county was poor piney 
woods, and supposed to be only valuable for 
stock raising, and were oaly equivalent to 
two huudred two and one -haif acres, which 
were adapted to agricultura: purposes, be 
cause of their supposed superiority in fer 
tility. 

Tnese head right laws were never re- 
pealed, so far as to the counties for which 
they were enacted, and but few people 
know that these head rights in these coun- 
ties were issued to-day. At the period of 
their enactment land was so abundant in 
propertion to population that it was 
deemed almost valueless. It was given 
away by the state as an inducement to 
immigration. It proved a powerful in- 
centive, tothisend especially, in the north- 
ern and middle portions of the state. At 
that time the cost 
too great to secure immigration from Eu- 
rope and ‘the new land was populated 
almost entirely by immigrants from the 
more populous states of the middle and 
more porthern of the southern states, 

The’ rebellion in Ireland in 1798 
stimulated quite an immigration 
(rom that isiand, and this exodus 
from the Emerald Isle was of the better 
cissses of Irish, who had been active par- 
ticipants in that disastrous attempt to 
emancipate Ireland from the dominion of 
Great Britain. Such men 
Sampson, Dr. McNiver, Thomas Adis Em 
mit, Alexander Porter, the Jacksons, and 
Harpers, with numerous others, who were 
earned, distinguisbed and elegant men, 
were a great acquisition to the country 
some of these loca'ed in New York, some 
in Tennessee and sémein Georgia. They 
rose to eminence here, and gave a character 
to the Irish, which made him a welcome 
emigrant, and soon they began to come in 
increasing *nuw bers Georgia invited 
this immigration, and very s00n 
those from Ireland and Scotland who had 
come to North and South Carolina, began 
rapidly to move into this state—Wilkes 
county—and the territory included in 
Franklin, was rapidly peopled by a noble 
class of men known as Scotch Irish, from 
whom has descended many of the noblest 
sons. of Georgia. Wilkes county was organ- 
ized anterior to the revolution, It was 
tamed in honor of the celebrated John 
Wilkes, who was one of the first and ablest 
of the asserters of the rights of the colonies 
and of consequence became obnoxious to 
the hatred of Lord North and his adminis 
tration. Aslight history of this man may 
aot be entirely out of place here. He was 
elected to represent the. county of Middie- 
sex, England, to parliament, in opposition 
to the celebrated Colonel Lutterell, and 
for the avowal of his democratic prin- 
iples, in sustaining the rights ~ of 
the colonies and the liberty of the subjects, 
was expelled, and a new election ordered. 
Again be was triumphant over Lutterell, 
the administration candidate, and boldly 
and fearlessiy. advocating his principles he 
was again expelled, and in the face of law 
and precedent Lutterell, with scarcely half 
‘be votes polled by Wilkes, was declared 
elected and took his seat. This action 
creaied a terrible excitement throughout 
the kingdom, and gave occasion.for the 
writing of the famous letters of Junius 
This euactment extended to America and 
was really the original causé of the Ameri 
can revolution. America espoused the cause 
of Wilkes, adopted his principles, and Geor- 
ria honored him by giving his name to her 
best county. : 

On the 16th of June, 1802, &4n act was 
passed for the survey and disposal.of the 
lands then just acquired from the Creek 
[Indians by treaty he:d at,Fort Wilkinson 
Chis place is about two miles from Milledge 
ville. These lands were the first ecquired 
west of the Oconee -river. The line was a 
dry line, and was,on arn average about fif 
teen miles west of the river. This line was 
deemed to be one as too closely the 
Indians and whites. It was urged by the 
Indians that the whites disregarded treaties 
and ideal lines, and their contact would 
lead to strife, and almost before the 
survey was commenced 4 new treaty was 
made ceding all the territory west 
of this dry line to the Ocmulgee 
river. And it was agreed in this that the 
[ndians should retire from the territory be- 
tween the Oconee and the Oemulgee, to the 
west of Flint river or Thronateski, as the 
Indians named this stream, and that this 


territory should be neutral ground not to be 
occupied by either the whites or Indians. 
This act of 1802, required the lands to be 
surveyed into tracts, forty five chains 
square, which g'ves an area of two hundred 
two and one-half acres. 

On the 26th of June, 1806, an act was 
passed to pone OS dispose of the lands ip 
the countiesof Baldwin, Wilkinson, Wayne, 
Early, Irwin, Appling, Walton, Gwinnett, 
Hall, Habersham and Rabun. This act stip 
ulated that al! fractional surveys, which 
dered the dry lines or the navigable rivers, 
within the territory should be reserved and 
sold, and the 
payment 
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therance of this end commissioners were 
appointed to superintend and seil these 
fractional surveys. These were appointed 
by the legislature, and were Francis Four 
noy,a Mr. Echols and a Mr. Sims. These 
were to give ample security for the faithful 
discharge of their duties. These lands, 
especially those bordering or adjoining the 
rivers, were rich and vaiuable, and were 
sought after by men of means. They con 
sisted of all bodies between the surveys of 


r.vers less than two hundred twoand one- 
halfacres. Thesurveyors, either from ig io 


contrifed to make where there was a large 
body of rich land fractions containing four 
and five hundred acres. 


[It so happened that the friends of the sur- 
veyors and of the commissioners purchased 
these big rich fractions as surveys having 
iess than the two bundred two and a balf 
acres, and as all fractions were sold by the 
acre, or rather at so much per acre, those in 
the secret made handsome speculations. 
This fraud, however, was too glaring 
to be long concealed, and it was ex- 
posed and the commissioners 
heid to account. The result 
was the commissioners were found guilty of 
ibe fraud, their lands were forfeited and 
they were disfranchised to the extent of 
denying them any cf the rights of citizen- 
sbip, and the privilege of proving their own 
accounts by their oaths, This disfranchise- 
ment was never removed by the legislature. 
Flournoy was a Baptist preacher, a man of 
fine miud and good education. His ecburch 
irraigned him and formaliy acquitted him, 
restoring him to the ministry trom which 
he had been suspended. Some years after 
he was preaching at an association, and in 
his sermon was iuveighing strongly against 
the prevailing vices of the country. There 
was a way in the audience who 
vus quite half drunk at the time 
Flournoy went from vice to vice 
and in a strain of virtuous vituperation 
jenouncing each in turn, but paused when 
he came to that of drunkenness At length 
he said ‘The drunkard, Yes, the drunkard! 
What shall I makeof him.” The wag re 
piied sententiously, ‘A big fraction,’’ and 
Flournoy said, **‘Let us pray.’ This piece 
of waggery was not even more injurious to 
his reputation than his disfrancaisemeat 
[t was he who was present staying in the 
house of General McIntosh, when he wasslain 
by Hopothliyohola’s hand, and not a great 
while after, whilst encanrped by the road- 
side, he, Fiournoy, was slain by a negro
